‘Misunderstanding Which Might Arise — Manitoba

Ottawa, Dec. 16.—What has been 
the most difficult and without ex- 
‘aggeration the most important ques- 
tion to arise. as.between the Domin- 
ion Government and ‘the Province of 
Alberta has been settled. On Satur- 
‘day representatives of both Govern- 
ments signed the agreement restor- 
ing to the Province complete control 
of its natural resources. The agree- 
ment is along the lines proposed by 
the Federal Government in its last 
offer namely a ‘continuance. of the 
Federal subsidy to the Province in 
perpetuity, such subsidy to be on a 
sliding scale from the present one of 
$560,000 annually to rise to the max- 


imum of $1,125,000 as the population’ 


increases and, once that maximum 
is attained, to remain at that figure. 
‘Signatures were affixed to the docu- 
ment on Saturday and thereby was 
ended a controversy extending over 
many years. 

The subsidy is given in lieu of 
those resources alienated by 
grant and permit since the Province 
was established. So that all ques- 
tions may be set at rest, and to de- 
termine if the Province has any fur- 
ther claim against the Dominion a 
commission is to be set up to make 
investigation. This commission will 
be composed of Hon. Mr. Justice Tur- 
geon of the Appeal. Court of Sask-

The natural resources, lands, 
mines, minerals, fisheries, forests 
and waterpowers shall pass under the 
administration of the Province. 

The present subsidy is to continue 
and to be enlarged as it would be un- 
der the Alberta Act to a maximum 
of $1,125,000, as the population of ,the 
Province increases. Et 

Any cash payment to which the 
Province may be found entitled in 
respect of resources alienated or 
parks reservations shall depend upon 
the report of an investigating com- 
mission. This commission will con- 
sist of Mr. Justice Turgeon, of S°sk- 
atchewan, C. M. Bowman, of Water: 
loo, Ont., and Mayor F. ©. Osbcrne, 
of Calgary. 

National parks in the Province re- 
main under the jurisdicticn cf the: 
Dominion. These are deser:ved as 
Buffalo Park, Elk Island Park. Jas- 
per, Nemiskaman, Rocky Mountains. 
Wawaskesy and Wood Buffalo re- 
serve. The natural resources within 
these parks will be the property of 
the Dominion hut the boundaries of!

SOWING UNCLEAN SEED 
MEANS REAPING A 

HARVEST OF WEEDS 
Some idea of the enormous spread 
of serious weeds in the west Is in- 
dicated by a report from Cadillac, 
Saskatchewan, where ‘the represen} 
tative of the department of agricul- 
ture, L. M. Ogilvie, estimates that 
there were 23,000,000 seeds of peren- 
nial sow thistle tn three cars of oats 
which arrived there a short time 
ago. This estimate is no mere guess, 
despite the astounding total, but fs 
the result of a careful calculation on 
Mr. Ogilvie’s part who took repre- 
sentative samples of the oats and 
carefully counted the weed seeds in 
them. The spread of weed seeds on 
the prairies has been simply amaz- 
ing, it being only a few years since

sow thistle first became troublesome 
in Saskatchewan. 

The reason for the spread is not 
too difficult to locate. At the last

at Ottawa, western members report- 
ed that hundreds of cars of ordinary 
feed grain were distributed from 
various points in the Prairie Prov- 
inces every year for seed purposes, 
and in many cases there was’ no 
attempt to cleen this; material ‘up 
before sowinz. Undoubtedly many of 
the cars were as foul with weed 
seeds as the ones examined by Mr. 
Ogilvie. Not only is seed of this 
kind poor from the standpoint of the 
grain itself, because there will be a 
great quantity of small, shrunken 
and broken kernels which will pro- 
duce weak plants or none at all, 
but there is a huge loss on account 
of the weeds. Dockage due to this 
is as high as 25 per cent. In other 
words a quarter of the farmrs’ land 
is devoted to the production of 
weeds, a quarter of his harvest Dill 
is for the same, a quarter of his 
shipping bill, and more than a quar-.

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OF THE BLUE GOOSE 


(By J. Dewey Soper) 


The present paper can scarcely do 
justice to the subject without a few 
preliminary remarks concerning the 
events which lead up to the final dis- 
“covery of the breeding grounds of the 
Blue Goose during the past summer. 
The mystery surrounding the nesting 
area of this species was well calcu- 
lated to excite the interests of biolo- 
gists in general, and _ particularly 
those having opportunity for travel in 
the regions..of the Canadian Arctic 
Archipelago. From certain known 
facts in the migration of the Blue 
Goose, it was finally assumed that the 
bird nested at some point in the east- 
ern portion of this great area, prob- 
ably the northern interior of Quebec, 
-oor on Baffin Island. 

The speaker has been directly con- 
cerned with the discovery of the 
breeding ground of the Blue Goose, 
sinee 1923, when he went as naturalist 
of the Canadian Arctic Expedition f 
that year for the National Museum of 
‘Canada, During the course of the voy- 
age apparently important information 
was obtained from Mr. William Duval 
-of Cumberland Gulf, who had long 
been resident there, which pointed to 
the probable nesting of this species on 
the southeastern shore of Nettilling 
Lake in the Baffin Island interior. 

In 1924 I returned to Baffin Island 
prepared to remain one or two years. 
The following spring a special journey 
of investigation was made to the in- 
terior of the island, principally about 
Lake Nettilling and along the Kouk- 
juak river. This had for its major ob- 
ject the discovery of the nesting 
ground of the Blue Goose. The expedi- 
tion _ remained inland five months. 
During this time a large extent of 
country was covered, but nothing was 
ascertained relating to the breeding 
range of the Blue Goose. It is true 
that large numbers of Lesser Snow 
Geese were seen migrating across the 
Koukjuak river in late August and 
early September, but this had no di- 
rect bearing on the main object, ex- 
cept; for the fact that. the surrounding 
tundra suggested a2 great breeding 
area for geese. We

reliable information about the pbreed- 
ing grounds it was decided in the 
spring of 1926 to journey from Pang- 
nirtung, in Cumberland Gulf, to Cape 
Dorset at the southwest extremity of 
Baffin Island—a distance of about 600 
miles by dog team. First, it was found 
at Dorset that large numbers of Blue 
Geese migrated over that point in 
company with snow geese, flying high. 
in a northeasterly direction, as though 
bound for some relatively distant 
locality. This was observed for sev- 
‘eral days in late May and early June. 
Later it was learned from the Eskimos 
that considerable numbers also mi- 
grated northward over Foxe Land via 
Andrew Gordon Bay and Chorkbak 
Inlet. We seemed possessed, there- 
fore of the definite knowledge that 
the Blue Goose nested at some point 
on Baffin Island at an undetermined 
distance north of Hudson Strait. This 
at least was a step forward. 


in late July of the same summer I 
collected two moulting Blue Geese, 
associating with several Lesser Snow 
Geese, nine miles northwest of Cape 
Dorset. This seemed to indicate, fur- 
ther, a comparative proximity to the 
actual nesting area. In any event it 
furnished tangible evidence of a kind 
and constituted the first specimens of 
the Blue Goose taken on Boffin Island. 

Immediately following this occur-) 
rence I had the good fortune to meet 
two Gordon Bay Eskimos who, some 
yeats before ,had hunted caribou over 
the great tundras of northern Foxe 
Land and the west coast of Baffin 
Island, along Foxe Basin, 
about one degree of the Arctic Circle.

Vermilion district on the Canadian 
National Railway east of Edmonton, 
was one of tho first to organize for 
the erection of a Municipal hospit- 
al. As soon as the Municipal Hos- 
pitals Act was passed in 1918, steps 
were taken to organize a hospital 
district, and though the Vermilion 
hospital is Nsted at No. 2, the diss 
trict was really organized concurrent- 
ly with Mannville, which stands at 
the head of the poll. The Vermilion 
hospital was opened in 1919. Now, 
after ten years’ operation, it is past 
the experimental stage, and to quote 
a& prominent member of the hospital 
board, the board had the support of 
the people and has no great prob- 
lems to solve. It has always been 
able to meet debenture payments 
promptly and since 1923 has not 
found it necessary to borrow money 
for current expenses. It takes about 
$23,000 to finance the hospital year-, 
ly and meet debenture charges, and 
the board has a surplus of about 
$14,000 in the bank, sufficient to en- 
able the hospital to carry on for two 
years under adverse circumstances, 
if necessary. 


The Municipal hospital succeeded a 
small private hospital which served 
a purpose, but was not large enough 
to meet the demand. Hence the:

Ten miles {gs the av- 
erage distance from town and a doc- 
tor can take a patient to the hospital 
where he can be seen every day for 
five or six days, for the price of one 
visit to the home. One prominent 
citizen of Vermilion states that for 
the care of maternity patients alone, 
the hospital is worth while, but when 
linked up with its other work, its 
[vale is beyond question. The death 
rates are low, in maternity cases the 
average being about 3 in 500. Peo- 
ple are taking greater interest in pre- 
natal care and this is showing its 
effects in both mothers and babies. |

Terreooya Bay, and thence directly 
across Foxe Land to a point on the 
west coast of Baffin Island north of 
Bowman Bay. After eight days of un- 
remitting and hard travel we reached

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6th marked the beginning of the real 
migration of geese to the region. 
j Large numbers of birds passed over 
camp to the iorth and northwest 
jduring the day, the two species—blue 
land snow—always in company. The 
former constituted approximately one- 
third: of the total number observed. 
;Numbers of geese were very consid- 
‘erably increased on June 7th, when 
the Blue species was almost as num- 
erous as the Snow. 

By June 8th and 9th thousands of 
geese were resorting to the bare 
patches sf tundra in the region. As 
these areas were small and localized, 
it brought the geese togettier in large 
flocks to feed on the scanty vegeta- 
tion. By a singular piece of good for- 
tune the most extended of these 
snow-free areas lay along the banks 
of the Kungovik River, from a point 
opposite camp for about one and a-half 
miles down stream. This was no 
more than a marshy strip 10 to 15 
feet in width, but geese in very large 
numbers resorted to it for food and 
rest. With the powerful glasses of the 
transit theodolite, which was mount- 
ed on a slight elevation near camp, 
unexcelled opportunities for observa: 
tion were enjoyed daily when the 
weather permitted. Such gatherings 
were invariably noisy anq the voices 
of the geese which, cover af wfde 
range of expression were to be heard 
at all hours of the day and night. 

On June 10th a single fresh egg of 
either this species, or the Lesser 
Snow Goose, was found on a bare 
patch of ground in the uplands of the 
|Asweeto Ridge. Obviously this was 
abortive, as the species was not yet 
beginning to nest. Subsequently, 
many such eggs were discovered, over 
the feeding grounds resorted to by 
flocks of geese, which were almoat 
invariably punctured and the con- 
tents eaten by the Parasitic Jaeger. 

The heaviest migrational wave of 
Beese occurred on the 14th and 16th 
of the month. This was most pro. 
nounced on the former dete, when 
strangely enough they travelled di-

Hutchin’s Goose became scarce. This 
was distinctly the “Country of the 
Blue Goose.” 

This year we were disappointed to 
find that no Blue Geese nested in the 
immediate vicinity of Camp ‘Kung- 
ovik. It was certain from the numbers 
and actions of the Blue Geese, how- 
ver, that the nesting localities were 
at no great distance. Several years 
before, Kavivow had tramped through 
this region and had noted but two 
Places where the species nested in 
numbers.

On the Ist of July we were able to 
descend the Kungovik River by canoe 
to within a few miles of this colony. 
: Provisions and ‘equipment were tak- 
en for a week's stay in the locality to 
make as thorough a study as possible 
of the nesting habits of the species. 
The colony mentioned above was re- 
located, in addition to which many 
other nests were discovered with sets 
varying from one to five in number. 
‘The eggs at this time, without ex- 
ception, were considerably incubated. 


Blue Geese here greatly predomin- 
‘ated, and collectively, numbered sev- 
eral thousand. The overwhelming 
preponderance of the species on its 
breeding grounds, together with the 
fact that in no case were Blue and 
Snow Geese seen mated with each 
jOther, leads one to the belief that 
the former exists as a distinct spec- 
fes, regardless of the most obvious 
and close association of the two 
species in a natural state. That they 
may occasionaly hybridize is not im- 
possible or improbable. Certain facts 
are at hand to indicate that the Les- 
ser Snow Goose is greatly in the ma- 
Jority farther north—in fact, gathers 
at the Koukjuak River in the fall of 
the year to the entire exclusion of the 
Blue Goose. This at least was the 
case while I was exploring on the 
Koukjuak River during the late Aug- 
ust and early September of 1925. The 
ranges of the two, therefore, appear 
broadly, to be separated regardless of 
‘thelr local association. During migra- 
tion, the ratio of “Blues” to “Snows” 
|at the north end of their breeding 
range is apparently the reverse of 
that at the. south end. Figures for the 
Eshuleeungil Plains where the Blue 
Goose negts place the ratio of Blue 
to Snow Geese at twenty-one to one. 
The most impressive condition, aside 
from this, is the astonishing. abund- 
| ance of birds. congregated over this

vated in Greece and gave it as food to 
his army in the belief that it excited 
martial ardor. During the Great War 
onions were highly prized because 
they were usually available and gave 
flavor to foods which would otherwise 
have been uninteresting. As far as we 
know, General Pershing did not be- 
lieve that onions gave courage to his 
army but he was convinced that sat- 
isfying meals meant better soldiers. 
There is hardly a household in which 
onions are not used. In the spring and 
summer the young onions are appetiz- 
ing. During the winter months the 
larger ones are indispensable—as the 
main vegetable, as a seasoning and 
as a garnish. One of the easiest and 
best ways of cooking onions is to peel 
and parboil large white ones. Place 
them in a baking pan, dot with butter 
and sprinkle with sugar. Put enough 
of the water in which they were cook- 
ed in the pan to keep them from burn- 
ing. Bake in-a moderate oven until 
the tops are glazed. .

WINTER BIRDS OF 
CENTRAL ALBERTA 


(By Frank L, Farley) 

Boeforo cortaln of our birds have 
left for tho south, advance partios 
of birds that aro unknown in this 
latitude in the breeding sonson, 
and whose homo {gy many hundreds 
of milos north of here, have al- 
ready made thelr appearance among 
us. The diminutive Pine Siskins 
which are probably as ifrregular in 
thelr travels and choice of habitat 
as any of our birds, .have Hardly 
left when flocks of thelr relatives, 
the Redpolls, arrive from the north 
to spend the winter. Redpolls will 
be the most conspicuous of our win- 
ter residents until they depart for 
the north {n March and April. 


Towards the middle of October 
tho Snow Birds begin to arrive 
from tho extreme northern fringe 


of the continent, and will remain un- 
til the warm days of April, which 
will remind them that it is time to 
be away again.. These harbingers of 
winter often come to us before some 
of the Blackbirds have left for the 
south, and the contrast of the birds, 
while feeding in close flocks along 
the country roads an fields, is an ins 
teresting sight, 

The Northern Shrike arranged to 
arrive here from the north just as 
his cousin, the Summer Shrike, has 


taken his departure for the more 
southern climes. While here, their 
favorite location is an old straw- 


stack, where they can be seen on the 
coldest days of winter, watching for 
mice, which comprise their diet for 
the most part. 


The instinct of migration is much 
more developed in some families of 
birds than in others, ang nothing 
in the way of conclusive evidence 
has been presented why this should 
be. There seems no obvious reason 
why the Black and White Warblers 
should leave us in September for 
the south, while the Chickadee, very 
similar in size and habits, remains 
and withstands our coldest winters. 


The absence of desire to migrate 
gs the seasons change is very 
noticeable in certain families of 
birds, and particularly so in the 
order which includes our grouse 
and prtridges. At least six of 
these are residents in Alberta, and 
although some of (them wander 
long distances during the fall and 
winter, none of them appear to 
leave us on account of the cold. 


The Owls are well represented in 
this province, there being at least 
ten varieties. Most of these are resi- 
dent throughout the year, and the 
only one that has not been observed 
in the winter months is the Long 
Bared variety. Records are common 
of the Short Eared Owl in December 
and also in February, but they 
have not been reported during Janu- 
ary. although it *is probable that a 
few might remain throughout the 
winter. 

The Woodpecker family is very 
hardy and most of them are resi- 
dents. 


DRY FEET

It is much more sensible to buy a 
pair of rubbers than to spend mon- 
ey on doctor's bills, It is much bet- 
ter to taka an extra minute or two 
to put on a pair of rubbers than it is 
to spend a day or two In bed as a re- 
sult of having got the feet wet. 

It is not always possible for us to 
avoid wet feet; sometimes the rain is 
unexpected and we are caught un- 
awares. In such cases, shoes and! 
stockings should be changed without 
delay, and the feet given a brisk rub 
with a rough towel. 

Clothes should be worn according 
to the thermometer. In winter, 
shoes should have thick soles, or 
light shoes should be worn under 
overshoes, If woollen stockings are 
necessary to keep the feet warm, 
they should be worn. There is a 
difference in individuals; some! re, 
quire heavier clothing than others in 
order to keep the feet warm. This is 
something which we must learn from 
our own experience and by which we 
must be guided. 

Parents will find that they will ac- 
complish something worth while in 
preventing colds if they make sure 
that their children’s ifeet are kept 
dry and warm during the winter 
season.

ADENOIDS 


- 


Behind the nose. and above the 
throat there is normally, in every 
child, adenoid tissue. If this tissue be- 
comes enlarged, we say that the child 
has adenoids. The adenoid tissue is 
similar, in many ways, to the tonsils. 
Adenoids are a disease of childhood. 
Enlargement, or disease, or a combin- 
ation of both, is responsible for cer- 
tain abnormal conditions. 

Among these abnormal conditions, 
we find obstruction to nasal breathing. 
Depending upon the extent of the ob- 
struction, the child becomes more or 
less a mouth breather and if this con- 
dition persists, the jaw begins to drop, 
the cheeks become sunken, and the 
result is the typical adenoid “fishy” 
face, with its dull expression. 

When there is obstruction to nasal 
breathing, such as results from aden- 
oids, there occurs a deformity-of the 
jaws, and this, in turn, brings about 
irregular teeth. The jaws of the child 
are soft and in process of develop- 
ment. It does not require much nasal 
obstruction to alter them and to cause 
more or less serious permanent dam- 
age. : 

Infection, .when present in the 
adenoid tissue, is more than likely to 
spread into the ears and set up in- 
flammation there which may result in 
loss of hearing, in varying degrees. 


The reason for this is because of the; 


fact that there is a small tube—the 
Eustachian tube—which connects the 
ear with the back of the nose and 
throat. It is, unfortunately, a simple 
matter for infection to spread down 
this tube; hence the frequency of ear 
disease as a result of adenoids. 

The child with adenoids does not 
get a fair chance for mental develop 
ment. He has the same feeling as he 
would have if he were living in a stuf- 
fy, ventilated room, and we know, 
from common experience, that this 
suffices to make anyone dull and lazy. 

Adenoids, therefore, obstruct natur- 
al breathing, tend to deform the jaw, 
are responsible for ear disease and 
deafness, and handicap the child in
